Ir is in the power of every moderately prudent and 
industrious man to secure a provision for his own 
old age, and a support during a period of s ickness 
or disability. There are Benefit Societies without 
number in Dublin; would that they were not so 
often connected with the machinery of strikes ! 
By means of these societies the working man se - 
cures the attendance of; a physician, medicine, and 
nourishment during illness. By means of other so- 
cieties he may purchase, by small weekly sum,s a 
provision, small it is true, but still a great help to 
his aged years ; or he may provide for his wife or 
family some little resource to avert beggary when he 
is gone. ‘The Benefit Societies of Dublin, and, indeed, 
of Irish towns generally, are we have reason to believe, 
honestly conducted. They do endeavour to carry 
out, not only the letter, but the spirit of their rules, 
and are practically a very great advantage to the work- 
ing classes of our city. We never read in the Dublin 
journals of defaulting societies, never of the quirps 
and quibbles of the law which are invoked in order to 
do away with the claim of a member after his money 
has been received for years. Such things are daily 
reported in the London journals. Our Benefit So- 
cieties seem to have more of the law of kindness 
about them, and, from what we can learn, they sub- 
mit to a loss, rather than appear false to their written 
engagements. We regret, and deeply regret, that 
one foul blot should hang upon the Dublin Societies, 
in that their funds are frequently made available for 
the support of a strike. 

Interested, as every true citizen should be, for the 
welfare of the working classes, we have perused 
with some anxiety the report just issued upon 
Irish Saving Banks. These are not, or at least 
should not be, the resource in sickness for the work- 
ing man. His Benefit Society looks to that. Saving 
Banks were instituted to gather up and keep safely 
the little investments of the poor. They have vastly 
outgrown their original destination, and we think 
they ought to form a department of the National 
Debt Office. The sums deposited and accumulated 


of this may be found in the fact, that the management 
of the Irish Saving Banks ,is "more expensive than 
thatofany other. In England the average cost of ma- 

nagement is but six shillings and eightpence per cent., 

while in Ireland the management mounts up tofnine shil- 
ings and fourpence. In Dublin,the cost of management 
amounts to the enormous per-centage of thirteen 
shillings and fivepence! That it could be managed 

much cheaper, and with advantage to the depositors, 
is proved by the Bank at Celbridge, whose mana ge- 
ment expenses amount to just elevenpence per cent. 
The cost in Dublin, last year, was no less than 

£1,671 13s. 11d—a sum manifestly too great, in pro- 
pertion to the actual amount of business done. 

The extent, however, to which the poorer and 
working classes are inclined to avail themselves 

of these institutions may be seen from the fact, that 
in Dublin there are 11,824 depositors, whose 
united savings amount to £252,463, or overa quarter 
of a million. In Cork there are fewer depositors, but 
they possess larger amounts; the former being £9,506, 
the latter £366,438. The total ameunt due to 
Irish depositors was close upon two millions, or 
£1,749,500. 

The benefits which these institutions afford are 
within the reach of every frugal or prudent person 
who prefers to deny himself a transitory gratification 
for the consciousness of a provision for the future. 
They g ve to all a certainty, however small it may be, 
and that certainly may procure a decent maintenance 
in the evening of the working-man’s days, and, while 
he is enabled to earn, a fulcrum whereby he may im, 
prove his position in life. With a knowledge of this 
it certainly appears strange to us that there are but 
44 Saving Banks in the whole of Ireland. 


The Times on the San Juan Question :'— 
One or two of the New York journals appear dis- 
to fall foul of President ee for = 
instantly supporting “the gallant Harney” in his 
“ “á cm earAsn] of an undefended island in the 
Pacific. Weare not disposed to attach much value to 
these displays of temper, for, in the first place, the 
press has little influence on American puliticians when 
in office, and, in the next, the diatribes are of that or- 
dinary character to which the Transatlantic public is 
well accustomed. The rollicking Irish tone of the 
American newspapers is, to use the stereotyped phrase, 
more easily conceived than described. Every subject, 
from a war with England to the election of an 
alderman in Slickville or New Nineveh, is discussed 
with an easy, off-hand manner which is never met 
with here, except in the description of a fight for 
the championship. No portion of the American press 
is free from this§ slang style, which, while it detracts 
from its just influence, ‘certainly makes its mischievous 
intentions completely innocuous. The British public 
will learn with a little surprise that just at this moment 
the warlike designs of our Government and our deter- 
mination to insult the peaceable Republic ofthe West 
are the subjects of warm indignation in the columns of 
the New York Herald and other congenial journals. 
Englishmen, who never heard of San Juan in their lives 
before General Harney thought fit to make it 
and himself famous one morning in June 
last, are now supposed to be ready to plunge 
two nations into war for the purpose of inva- 
ding American rights, and arresting the progress of 
California and the Washington Territory. The “Jesuit 
in disguise” is a favourite bugbear with Protestant old 
ladies, and we should not be surprised if some penetrating 
intellect connected with the American press were to 
discover that General Harney himself was a secret 
agent of England, and had commenced a quarrel between 
the two Governments in order to give Lord Palmerston 
and Lord John an opportunity for an onslaught on the 
stars and stripes. 
We cannot see any other way of accounting for the fact 
that the whole matter, from beginning to end, has 
been the result of a foolish act of aggression on the part of 
the American commander. The treaty which settled, 
as was thought, the Oregon question,was concluded four- 
teen years ago, more than two years before the discovery 
of gold calied attention to the Pacific coast, and even before 
California had become a portion of the American Union. 
Until the peaee with Mexico the Americans had only a 
little slip of coast, which was a perfect wilderness, re- 
evited tu vuly by whalers or fur traders, and totally bo- 
yond the ordinary sphere of commerce. The notion of 
a State being founded on the Pacific before the close of 
this century hardly entered into the minds of the most 
sanguine prophet of American greatness. Read the 
speeches of the elder statesmen of that country ; read 
Cooper’s novels, or any works which represent the 
prevailing feeling of the people, and you will find 
that a steady march westward was the means by 
which it was supposed that the continent would be 
occupied by American pioneers. The absorption of 
Mexico was anticipated as an event likely to precede by 
many years the settlement of the Pacific coast, and 
Americans counted on reaching India anc China from 
some trepical port in the territory of the Spanish Ame- 
ricans. At that time the position and almost the ex- 
istence of the little island now the subject of dispute was 
unknown. The Oregon question engaged the feelings 
of both nations as an abstract question of territory, and 
the settlement was thought. practically to concern the 
next generation rather than ourown. It need not be 
said that the treaty was intended to give jo Eng- 
land the ssession of Vancouver’s Island, and 
whatever islets and rocks lay westward of 
the channel by which the Gulf of Georgia 
is entered. That channel---the channel to which the 
treaty refers, and which the English Government claim 
—was the channel through which Vancouver sailed, and 
which had always been used by the few sailing vessels 
which visited the then inhospitable wilderness. So it 
was understood at the time, and the maps published in 
both countries are extant to show that the right of 
England to the little island of San Juan was fully recog- 
nised. But since that time great events have taken 
place. The tide of emigration has made California a 
powerful State, and the British possessions a flourishing 
colony. A new channel between San Juan and Van- 
couver’s Island has come into use, and, being found 
deeper and safer, has been much used, especially by 
steamers. It ison this ground that the Americans now 
pretend that the new channel was that referred to in the 
treaty; but it is only within the last year or two that 
the subject has been even mooted. 
That a question like this is one to be settled fairly 
and amicably admits of no doubt, and the course of the 
two Governments in sending commissioners to the 
spot was the most likely to terminate the difficulty in an 
honourable manner. Of the right of eur own Govern- 
ment we entertain no doubt; but that is not now the 
question. What Englishmen--- what every friend of 
peace and international law may justly complain of is, 
that while the report of the commissioners is still in 
abeyance, a hotheaded officer, to gain a little temporary 
popularity,should take military possession of the disputed 
island, and, counting on the forbearance of a force suffi- 
cient to crush him, should proclaim the sovereignty of 
the United States. President Buchanan, h noto-

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follow will have comparatively little influence over 
the course of society, It will not stop 
growth of popular power, nor restore the Governments 
of Europe to the unquestioned dominion they ed 
before the press was ‘influential and the multitude jn- 


Amongst the causes which influence the formation of 
opinion, and give the multitude a sense of their over- 
whelming power, we must include the tion 
which is taking place of the different nations of Europe. 
The union between them since the treaties of Vienna 
has been cemented in an extraordinary degree. Na- 
tional peculiarities and national animosities, formerly 
the basis of a power of rival and contending monarchies, 
are now almost merged in the deep interest the nations 
take in one another. They have now no ebject more at 
heart than to promote everywhere good government 
and social prosperity. Some splinters of old passions 
and old recollections may still harass the French and 
the English with mutual apprehensions, but in general 
they are friendly, and only desirous of promoting their 
mutual prosperity, and of securing the prosperity of 
others. The change is as remarkable as the fact that 
the actions of their Governments, though not adverse, 
have had much less to do with it than other circum- 
stances. 

Formerly the two peoples were very much op to 
each other in their religious views. One was intolerant of 
Protestantism, and the other of Roman Catholicism, 
and wars between them, as between the other peoples 
of Europe, were the consequence. They have now 
learnt the worldly advantages of toleration. Trivial 
animosities between rival sects under the same Govern- 
ment may keep alive zeal at home, but they are all 
equally anxious for teleration abroad. Our Emanci 
tion Act. though not for this was it passed, removed a 
pretext for intolerance in Roman Catholic countries, 
and helped to abate in Europe the fierce hostility of 
rival faiths. Tolerance has still much progress to make, 
but it may be safely assumed that the people of Europe 
will never again engage in national wars on account of 
religious opinions. 

In the last century commercial rivalry separated 
nations, and was often a cause of war. To get colonies 
as a means of trade was then the leading policy, and 
the Governments of Europe went to war to extend trade. 
Now they andthe different peoples seek to enlighten 
each other onthe advantages of free trade, and for 
mutual destruction have substituted mutual service. 
Some nations may continue ignorantly and blindly to 
maintain hostile tariffs, but they will hardly go to war 
again to conquer colonies as a means of extending traf- 
fic. They seem all to desire free trade, which is opposed 
to war. Thus religion and trade, which formerly led to 
national wars, now tend to promote peace, union, and 
good-will amongst the people of Europe. 

Another source formerly of national quarrel—now so 
dried up that no body will venture to advocate national 
wars onits account—was dynastic influence. Europe does 
not listen with any patience to the claim of the House of 
Hapsburg to retain possession of any power merely as an 
ancient house. As the representatives of great interests— 
the old and the new, the Conservative and the Progres- 
sive---the House of Hapsburg and House of Bonaparte 
have rival pretensions and conflicting interests; but 
the predominance of the progressive interest, of the new 
above the old, of the democracy over the aristocracy, is 
so surely established that both houses must submit to 
it ; and neither can make any pretensions even momen- 
tarily valid, except by acknowledging its power. As the 
representative at once of democracy and order, Louis 
Napoleon is powerful, and his power will speedily decay 
should it become dangerous to the material interests of 
society. If it be true that he keeps alive political agita- 
tion, and hinders the prosperity of trade, he will cease to 
be supported by the influential moneyed and trading 
classes. If he foster political agitation he will cut the 
sinews of }its power. People will certainly not fight for 
a Bonaparte any more than for a Hapsburg or a Bourbon. 
The great war growing from the Revolution was waged 
on behalf of dynasties and aristocracies, but it ended in 
establishing the deminion of the democracy. For atime 
it was defrauded of its appropriate reward. Pro- 
mised representation was withheld, the freedom of 
the press was strangled, it is even yet half choked in 
many places, notwithstanding the people and the press 
have everywhere increased in power, and those thrones 
are the least safe where the repressive machinery was 
the most successful. Queen Victoria has the freest peo- 
ple and the freest press, and sits on the strongest and 
safest throne of Europe. 

Since the treaties of Vienna, the use of gas, which 
just before that period had been introduced here, has 
become common to all Europe. In every part of it 
steam-engines are in use,and similar machines are used 
for spinning and similar powerlooms for weaving. 
Steam ships pass to and fro from every part of 
Europe, and connect Norway, Spain, and Turkey 
with England. Railways have spread in an astonish- 
ingly short period, from our country over all 
Europe, and our people, having everywhere 
helped to make them, has promoted the general fusion. 
The telegraph, which does not stop short at a ceast or 
a boundary, but passes from country to country, is 
completing the communication promoted by steamboats 
and railroads, and making all the peoples of Europe one 
by usages common to all. In the ocean they have one 
common highway ; in the material world ‘one common 
teacher ; and to overcome the difficulties in their way to 
welfare is theirome common duty. In performing this 
they areall actually engaged with more or less suc- 
cess, and they are all by the progress of knowledge 
and art in each place helping one another. Circum- 
stances of this description, not brought about by any 
Government, and much more influential than any 
treaties, are amalgamating all the peoples of Europe. 
So far as the several Governments of Europe have be- 
come acquainted with the duty which these circum- 
stances dictate, only by performing it can they promote 
the union of the different peoples. No man now, be his 
station what it may, «laims any peculiar intuitive 
knowledge of what he is bound todo. On the contrary, 
every one admits, especially every politician, that he 
must seek for the rule of his conduct in circumstances; 
and those who make treaties must act in conformity 
to the influential circumstances we have briefly indica- 
ted, or they cannot be successful. Do what they may, 
they cannot prevent the increase of the democratic 
power, and the growing connection between all its parts. 
The campaign in Italy, whether so intended or not, 
has accelera social progress, and it cannot be stop- 
ped by any treaty, nor by any Congress hereafter to be 
assembled. This, therefore, and the laws which dic- 
tate it, must now be taken into consideration in all 
political discussions. 


The Morning Herald on our Representative Sys- 
tem: --- 


There are two big institutions of our country (as an 
American would say) which are at present in an undig- 
nified attitude in respect of money transactions. The 
forty-five vacancies in the ranks of cavalry officers are 
roundly alleged by the sharp critics of the Horse Guards 
to be due to the inordinate expenses attendant upon that 
branch of military service which keep men of decided] 

martial spirit, but slender means, from all chance of 
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and vulgarity. It seems, 
nesty, more or less humbug yan bid 
though the lists were fast closing ‘or hich 
men. cannot stand the wear and tear wi 
hardens less scrupuious itien into being vigilant 
of the public purse, and enables them to say that they 
will vote for the ballot whenever they are assured that 
is for the welfare of the country, or that military flogging 
is degrading to our common nature, and that the working 
classes require to be protected from the tyranny of their 
employers. The rotten formula of hustings equivo- 
cation can only be profidunced by a certain stamp 
of man, which the present working of our representa- 
tive system is forcing intoa very uncomfortable pro- 
minence and frequency. It stands him in the place of 
money. He answers the ugliest questions on the hust- 
ings with a glibness which excludes all possibility of 
his having any conscience on political matters 
or any definite intentions whatever. This is the sort 
of man who would bribe if he could, or if he tliought it 
necessary ; but as this is not the particular sort of 
honesty required to secure his seat in Parliament, he 
adopts the other qualification, subscribing to any 
“ Gives declaration” as a “shop-rule” with strong re- 
servations in favour of himself. 

This kind of Parlianienttary corruption is much more 
dangerous and difficult to deal with than bribery itself. 
Although the shifty habits of the unfledged senator are 
sufficiently developed to prevent your ever putting a 
grain of salt on his tail to ensure his capture—for that 
is the mode relied on by the guardians of this branch of 
public delinquents—he can always be convicted of more 
or less direct connexion with bribery by means of his 
agents, and receive the crushing punishment of being 
unseated: Having so far stamped him as a man unfit 
to make laws for society, it is eonsidered that we have 
done our duty to the cause of mofality; and if a 
man chooses to face this visitation he does it at 
his own risk. But with the other bit of greased 
India-rubber it is not so easy to deal. Simple slipperi- 
ness or an adaptation to pressing circumstances is not an 
offence requiring public chastisement, and there is 
nothing to be done but to reform the whole system—a 
piece of social amendment more compendious than 
feasible. Ifthe element of money, however, were not 
in such constant request and usage in the machinery of 
elections, vulgarising and corrupting the whole tone of 
the proceedings, this compressible candidate would meet 
with no encouragement or even decent reception at the 
hands of an English constituency of average honesty. 
Owing to this double action of the bribing system, the 
number of reliable men in the House of Commons is 
perceptibly on the decrease. There is, perhaps, toe 
much money afloat in these realms for us ever to see an 
actual deficiency of candidates, and the pressure is too 
equable, and from too many points at once, not to pre- 
vent an absolute, vacuum ; but it is clear that the work- 
ing of the system tends to exclude from Parliament al! 
but one or two sorts of men. 

Now, the strength and influence of a legislative as- 
sembly depends upon its being constructed on totally 
different principles. There must be, it is true, to begin 
with, a uniform qualification; but the value of such a 
criterion depends upon its being pitched at the highest, 
and not the lowest possible point. And this being at- 
tained, the next object is to find men from all quarters 
ot the land, and of every shade of high moral and intel- 
lectual gifts, who are capable of subscribing the single 
test. ‘lhe operation of the existing system is entirely in 
the opposite direction. It is not only lowering the 


standard, but narrowing the field from which the cropof 


good is eventually to be gathered. 

Entry to the House of Commons is now a simple im- 
possibility to many whose talents and judgment would 
be a boon to any general assembly. And yet such is 
the cant of the day, and the profound ignorance of the 
simplest social laws, that this evil, which is in a measure 
admitted—only not exactly in the same words—by the 
more violent reformers, is by them sought to beremedied 
by the blind mechanical application of what are generi- 
cally termed “liberal measures.” Such is every inno- 
vation which is said to open wider the door of the House 
of Commons ; and such a remedy, though working from 
an opposite point,is expected to be found in the crude 
extension of the franchise. It is strange that, with all 
the improving tendencies of the day, with the deter- 
mination not to be content, as far as individuals are 
concerned, with the mechanical application of penalties 
as a remedy against crime, there should not be even a 
show of genuineness in dealing with the more exten- 
sive evils of a class. It really seems as though even 
respectability, which is our trump card before the 
world, has been obliged to yield this time to the knave 
of diamonds, to which it has hitherto never been 
seriously opposed. Mr. Leatham and his friends are 
certainly entitled to the odd trick; but we fear that 
honours do not strictly belong to any one concerned. 


THE MESSIAH ORATORIO. 

“The Messiah,” in alljits harmonic splendour, was given 
last evening, at the Antient Concert Rooms, with a grandeur 
and sublimity worthy of such a creation, and befitting so im- 
portant an epoch in the musical world as its centenary anni- 
versary performance in Dublin. In April, 1742, it is recorded 
that the oratorio was first produced at Fishamble-street 
Theatre, in the presence of its immortal composer, when its 
sublime and wonderfully charming music, adapted to words 
from the Scriptures replete with sacred meaning, produced a me- 
morable effect. Many years have elapsed, sinceand they have 
not diminished the beauties of “The Messiah,” but rather have 
shown that it must live and be for ever venerated. Its pre- 
sentation last evening at the Antient Concert Rooms was truly 
splendid. A large array of nobility and gentry assembled 
and filled every available seat. His Excellency and Viceregal 
party were also present. ‘The attraction of the evening, par 
excellence, was Madame Goldschmidt, who most 

nerously offered her gratuitous services; the oratorio 
ing for the benefit of Mercers’ Hospital and the Incor 
rated Society for the Relief of Distressed Musicians. The ms 
leading vocalists were Mr. and Mrs. Lockey, Signor Belletti, 
the eminent basso; Miss Julia Cruise, and Mr. obbyn. The 
conductor was Mr. Joseph Robinson, and the leader Mr. 
Levey. The choruses were numerous and effective, and the 
elaborate and beautiful orchestral accompaniment with which 
the oratorio is adorned was, we might say, unexceptional. 
The leading vocalists exerted themselves with zeal to give 
due effect to the sublime and almost inspired music which 
pervades the whole composition, the members of the band 
and choruses emulating their enthusiasm. The smoothness 
and delicacy with which the difficult accompaniments 
were rendered were charming. The sensation was apparent 
as Madame Goldschmidt stood up and gave the beautiful 
pastoral symphony, ‘ There were shepherds abiding in the 
field,” and “ Suddenly there was a multitude of the heavenly 
host praising God and singing.” The effect produced by the 
choruses breaking forth into the response, “‘ Glory to God in 
the highest,” was indescribably charming, and seemed 
to electrify the audience. Madame Goldschmidt’s voice was 
somewhat clouded at the commencement, but it gradually 
improved, and she warbled forth the music with all her wonted 
sweetness, and proved herselfthe “ Swedish Nightin ” of 
former years. The vocalisation of Signor Belletti, and Mr. and 
Mrs. “gt was most perfect, and but that it was a Sacred 
Oratorio, the encores would have been imperative. The

THE POPLAR POISONING CASE. 

The trial of George Frederick Royal, charged with 
the murder of Zipporah Wright, a woman with whom 
he cohabited, commenced yesterday at the Central 
Criminal Court, before the Lord Chief Baron, and Mr. 
Justice Williams. The medical witnesses deposed that 
in their judgment some irritant poison was the cause 
of death. The poison might have been 
cantharides or croton oil, or a combination 
of poisons. Dr. Letheby, who had analysed the con- 
tents of the stomach, and viscera gave it as his opinion 
that a powerful irritant was the cause of death. He 
stated that his conclusions were based upon the ap- 
pearances detailed at the post mortem examination, and 
on the matter extracted by the analysis, but not on 
either points taken separately.

AWFUL CATOSTROPHE—LOSS OF THE ROYAL 
CHARTER—400 LIVES LOST. 
The splendid vessel,the Royal Charter, was totally lost 
yesterday, in Muffa Reduharf Bay, near Bangor. The 
melancholy intelligence which reached us late last night, 
was brief, but we hear that it wasonly too true. Of up- 
wards ot 400 persons on board, only 10 are said to have 
been saved. There is some hope, however, that this is 
an exaggeration, but under any circumstances the loss of 
life, itis to be feared, has been immense. The Royal 
Charter, it was supposed, had about half a mil- 
lion of gold on board. The gold will, of course, be 
easily recovered. When the disaster took place is not 
known, for the telegraph had ceased to work, and so de- 
structive had been the storm along the coast yesterday, 
that the Chester and Holyhead Railway had been de- 
stroyed in two places between Conway and Holyhead. 
An embankment had been washed away near Rhyl, 
about adozen yards of the line had been completely 
washed away, and 180 yards damaged ; passengers had 
to walk in the first case two miles, and in the last half a 
mile to get to the train on either side of the disruption. 
At Penmaenmatvar 20 dead bodies had been washed 
ashore. ‘The Bay in which the catastrophe has occurred 
is 2 or 3miles to the westward of Puffin Island, in Anglesea, 
and 6 or 7 miles to the north west of Beaumauris.

COUNTY MAYO. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

BALLINA, Ocr. 25th.-—-Since Friday last, the weather 
has been severe in the extreme, and in many parts of the 
county the snow still lies several inches deep. In the 
vicinity of Strokestown and Ballaghaderrine, several of 
the bye roads have been rendered impassible by the snow. 
The change in the weather was so sudden, that the 
usual precautions could not be taken, and garden plants 
have suffered considerably, and in'many cases have been 
entirely destroyed. 

This locality, generally so well supplied with fish, 
has been without any for the last week, owing to the 
severity of the weather. The Ballina Races to come 
off on next Wednesday week, are looked forward to with 
considerable interest. They are to be held this year at 
Gurtcheens, a large open space, about a mile from the 
town, and well adapted for the purpose. 

The state of the potato crop in the vicinity of this 
town, and in the county of Sligo, is satisfactory, but in 
the district near Ballycastle and Lacken, the blight has 
done considerable injury. Near Killala, the remarkable 
smallness of the potato, is attributed to the action of 
the blight. Several buyers from this locality, attended 
the nae of Longford yesterday, and some purchases were 
made, 

The grouse shooting this year, was, taking it alto- 
gether, good, although, of course, nothing like what it 
was ten or twelve years ago; the march of civilisation 
in this district, has certainly tended to decrease the 
quantity of feathered game.

PRESENTATION OF MEDALS FOR BRAVE 
SERVICES IN SAVING LIFE. 

SouTHWOLD, Oct. 24.---A public meeting was held 
here to-day in the Town Hall (Colonel Bence in 
the clair ), for the purpose of presenting the silver medal 
of the Royal National Lifeboat Institution to John 
Craige, coxswain of the Southwold lifeboat, and the 
second service clasp to B. Herrington, who had ona 
former occasion received the society’s medal, accom- 
panied by copies of the institution’s vote inscribed on 
parchment, in testimony of their highly meritorious and 
gallant services, with others, in rescuing in the South- 
wold lifeboat, which belongs to the National Institution, 
ten men and the master’s wife, from the Prussian brig 
Lucinde, of Memel, during the night of the 17th ult. 
It was at the time blowing a strong gale, and a heavy 
sea was running. ‘The noble service was performed 
under very difficult circumstances, between ten and 
eleven o'clock at night. The lifeboat was several times 
buried in the surf and once so completely so, that it was 
feared she had gone altogether. Her crew had also in- 
curred considerable risk in performing the service, and 
it was the opinion of all that had it not been for the 
prompt arrival of the lifeboat at the scene of the wreck 
the poor creatures on board must have inevitably per- 
ished; indeed the poor woman was nearly exhausted 
when she was taken into the lifeboat. The Town Hall 
wus well filled on this occasion by ladies and gentlemen. 
A procession had previously been formed by the lifeboat’s 
crew, from the boat-house to the Hall, it being headed 
by Lieut. Simmons, K.N., honorary secretary of the 
Southwold branch of the institution, who carried a 
beautiful silk flag, on which was inscribed the name of 
the Southwold lifeboat, and the Southwold arms worked 
init. The flag was some years ago presented to the 
lifeboat by Miss Sheriffe. The chairman having made 
some appropriate remarks suitable to the occasion, Miss 
Sheriffe presented, amidst the applause of the spectators, 
to each of the above-named men his medal. The crew 
of the lifeboat, consisting of fifteen men, had previously 
been awarded £2 each for their gallant services, but each 
man was on this occasion presented, in addition, with a 
well-bound demy Bible, inside which was written his 
name, and a suitable inscription, stating the cause of its 
presentation.

ALGERIA. 

The Algerie Nouvelle of Constantina, publishes the 
following telegraphic despatches :— 

“TLemsen, Oct. 12. 
COMMANDER-IN-CHIEFF OF THE LAND AND SEA 
FORCES TO THE GENERALS OF DIVISION, 

“T arrived here yesterday evening. General Ester- 
hazy announces to me that the construction of the re- 
doubt of the Ris is far advanced, and that it will be com- 
pleted and fully supplied with everything necessary by 
the 20th. General Durrieu was on the 9th at the 
Ras-el-Ain of the Beni-Mazherets, in pursuit of the 
Mahias. From that point he will proceed. on Sebdou; 
in order to continue the object ofhis expedition. The 
Beni-Snassens have shown themselves in force on the 
mountains opposite the Ris.” 

é“ TL EMSEN, Oct. 13.— I leave to-morrow for Magh- 
rara and Nemours, where I shall be on the 16th ; the 
two divisions of infantry will be concentrated on the 
18th at the Ris, where I shall myself arrive on the same 
day, and the cayalry on the following one. If, as I hope, 
the ambulances and the transports are then complete, I 
shall commence operations immediately -by the plain of 
Tarifa. Our country is becoming tranquil. ‘The moun- 
taineers are still in arms, and have sent their wives and 
children into a place of safety.” 

Notwithstanding the menacing attitude of the moun- 
taineers, their leaders, the Caid of Oachda and the Sheik 
of the Beni-Snassen, had sent a flag of truce to the 
French camp to ask for explanations relative to the 
invasion of the frontier by the European troops. The 
envoys sent were ordered to return at once without 
receiving any satisfaction, such a display of moderation 
not being considered altogether in keeping with the at- 
tack which they had lately made with such audacity on 
the French colonists.

Even in different provinces of the same 

is a difference of speech, so that the mere transfer of an 
officer from one station to another may suddenly deprive 
him of all power of communicating with the le un- 
der his charge. He may have mastered one dialect suc- 
cessfully, but he finds that the knowledge which answered 
every purpose in a particular locality is utterly useless a 
couple of hundred miles off, and its only chance 
lies in hie beginning his studies anew. The im- 
pediments thus thrown in the way of adminis 
tration and instruction may be readily con- 
ceived. It is not only the civil or military 
officer who feels this drag upon his exertions, but 
the schoolmaster, the missionary, the preacher, and, in 
fact, all whe proceed to India upon any work of useful- 
ness, It is hard enough, except in the case of special 
aptitudes, to acquire fluency in any foreign tongue, but 
the difficulty is enormously increased when the country 
isa Babel of dialects, and where not one new language 
only, but ten or twenty, may be demanded from the 
student. This, however, is a difficulty which we must 
cheerfully accept. We cannot diminish the number of 
languaves in use in India, or abolish these natural dis- 
tinctions between one tribe and another. It can hardly 
he supposed, except at a period too remote to be con- 
templated, that we can surmount these varieties of speech 
by the introduction of any generally recognised form. 
These are objects beyond our reach, but it does hap- 
pen that we can materially reduce the difficulty of the 
work before us, and by an expedient which is certainly 
simple, and, as we should trust, practicable too. 

The languages of India are troublesome, not only by 
their variety, but by the characters in which they are ex- 
pressed. This kind of obstacle is seldom experienced, and 
therefore seldom appreciated, by ordinary English stu- 
dents. English, French, Spanish, and Italian are all 
written in the same characters, and, with very slight 
modifications, from the same alphabet. Even German, 
though a little outlandish at first sight, represents only 
the same letters in a more antiquated shape, so that a 
man may acquire the knowledge of three or four foreign 
languages without having to master any alphabet be- 
yond that which he learnt in his infancy. The only 
common exception is Greek, and that is hardly felt 
under the circumstances attending it. When, how- 
ever, the language to be acquired is ncw and strange, 
not only in its words, but its very alphabet; when 
the letters themselves arc shaped in such forms 
that it is a work of labour even to identify them and 
throw them into syllables, the difficulty of the under- 
taking isimmensely increased,—and this is what takes 
place in the case of the languages of India. There, in- 
deed, the impediment is more scrious than ever, an.t for 
two reasons. Like most Oriental languages, the dialects 
of which we are speaking comprise, when written, 
consonants only; the vowels necessary to full articula- 
tion being supplied by inference, or from memory. Asa 
popular illustration of this practice we may refer the 
reader to a volume very accessible, though not always 
found very intelligible—Bradshaw’s Railway Guide—in 
which compendium of stations, prices, and mileages, 
want of space has compelled the editors to apply an 
Asiatic method of expression to certain familiar words. 
Manchester, for instance, and Birmingham, will be found 
printed as “ Mnchstr” and “ Brmnghm,” the presump- 
tion being that every reader will recognise the names 
froin their leading features. In such instances tle pre- 
sumption is safe-enough, but what would be the case if 
every word in the book---advertisements and all---were 
printed in the same fashion? Yet this is what occurs 
in the languages of India; and, to make the matter still 
worse, there are neither stops nor capitals, while the 
shape given to the letters themselves is unnaturally and 
unnecessarily complicated. It is obvious that in such 
a case the difficulties lie as much in the characters as 
the language, and these are the impediments which it 
is now proposed to remove. 

The project consists in the introduction, not of a new 
language, but ofa new alphabet, by the adoption of 
Roman characters for Indian words. The dialects of 
India will remain just what they are, but it is proposed 
in writing or printing them to employ the same letters 
which we use in Europe. The advantages of such a 
system would beboth important and immediate. All 
the difficulties incurred in mastering the Asiatic sym- 
bols would be at once removed, and a student of the 
Hindoo dialects would commence at once with the 
ability to read the language before him, and 
would require only} |to understand it. The 
dialect itself, in its syntax or construction, might 
still be difficult, but it would at any rate appear 
in familiar characters, and with the appliances of capital 
letters and stops---no bad guides to the comprehension 
of a sentence. One great obstacle would be thus imme- 
diately surmounted; but this isnotall. At present, the 
employment, not only of the Oriental alphabet, but of 
certain abstruse fashions in writing it, virtually confines 
the knowledge of letters to a single narrow class. To 
read or write anything it is necessary evcn for a native 
to repair to a “ Moonstice,’’ the characters used being as 
complicated as those of English or Latin manuscripts 
compiled 400 years ago. There is no place where this 
difficulty is more severcly felt than in courts of justice, 
the magistrate himself being often in the hands and at 
the mercy of a professional interpreter. 

Ít is not to be supposed that a project like this would 
escape opposition, but there is only one objection to 
Which we can attach much weight. It has been found 
that the letters of the Roman alphabet are sufficient, 
with the addition of certain points or accents, for the 
expression of the languages of India, so that on this head 
there is nouncertainty. It is also found that the ex- 
periment is promising, for the scheme has made some pro- 
gress in the Madras l’residency, and it is discus in 
the Indian papers with great animation. The only 
difficulty which we can imayine is that which may 
be created by the interested opposition of certain 
classes, and by the popular agitation which such 
opposition may produce. We have already seen 
but too plainly what delusion can effect in India ; 
and, though the project before us does not really 
involve any interference with the Hindoo languages, 
it may perhaps be represented as doing so. In 
reality, as few natives can now read or write at all, 
the change ‘would be imperceptible to the masses, 

and its only effect would be to open new facilities 
of instruction. A letter which we published yesterday 
showed that the scheme has already found some 
favour among natives of education, and we can only 
trust that, if its advantages continue obvious, such 
views may be generally extended. If the success of 
the project be what its authors anticipate, we shall 
have discovered in our generation one of the most 
Eat agencies yet known for the improvement

SINGULAR EXPLOSION AND LOSS OF LIFE. 
On Sunday afternoon considerable alarm was created 
in the village of Kidsgrove, near Birmingham, by an ex- 
plosion of gunpowder at the house of Mr. Leadbetter, 
watch and clock maker, who resided there with his wife 
and a child about eight months old. It appears that 
Leadbetter intended to take part in a pigeon shooting 
match on Monday morning, and on Saturday night, 
after the fire had been raked out for the night, fancy- 
ing his gunpowder might be damp, he placed the flask 
in the oven of the bu in the gs room, for a 
urpose of drying the wder, intending to remove th 
flask we arc Pa wan again lighted in the grate the 
next morning. Unfortunately he forgot that the powder 
was in the oven,and, contrary tocustom, the oven was not 
used that morning for cooking purposes, so that nothing 
occurred during the morning to remind him of his 
negligence, or to acquaint his wife with the fact of the 
oven containing such a dangerous article. Leadbetter 
and his wife sat down to diuner at the usual hour, and 
he afterwards went out for the purpose of taking a 
walk, leaving his wife busily occupied in washing the 
dinner things. She was engaged in doing this, and ap- 
parently standing with her back to the fire, when the 
powder exploded with terrific violence. The grate and 
oven were shattered to pieces, and tragments were thrown 
all over the room, the furniture was knocked about and 
damaged, the centre of the ceiling was blown through ; 
the frame cf the grate in the adjoining room of the next 
house was shaken to fragments, and forced into the mid- 
dle ot the room; in the adjoining room of the house 
on the other side of lLeadbetter’s, the wall 
was violently shaken, and a number of bottles 
thrown from a shelf on to the floor, the door leading 
from the back room to the front, which was usedas a shop, 
with the framework, was blown out, and the force of 
the explosion was so great that the window and door ot 
the shop were blown out, and considerable damage done 
to the walls, floor, and furniture. At the outset of the 
explosion it would seem that a portion of gunpowder 
took a downward direction, it is thought, through an 
opening in the bottom of the oven, and to have got un- 
der the fender, which was raised, and then thrown with 
overpowering force across the room; with such extra- 
ordinary force, indeed, that coming in contact with Mrs- 
Leadbetter, a little above the knee, the edge of the fen. 
der cut clean through the clothes and one of the limbs, 
which instantly dropped down on the floor, and fearfully 
cut and mangled the other limb, after which it knocked 
down the table at which Mrs. Leadbetter had been 
standing, the contents of which were, of course, 
shattered, and thus almost completed the work 
of ruin. The unfortunate woman sank upon the 
floor senseless, and some of her neighbours, attracted 
by the noise of the explosion, coming to 
see what was the matter, and finding her in the pitiable 
state described, sent for her husband, who speedily re- 
turned, and as speedily sent off for medical assistance. 
Mr. John Davenport, surgeon, arrived shortly after, but 
his services were of little use. The broken limb was 
too much injured to be set, and the only thing which 
could be done was to amputate it. The poor creature 
was not in a condition to bear amputation, and all that 
remained was to arrest as much as possible the flow of 
blood, which was rapidly draining away life. In less 
than two hours after the accident occurred the poor 
woman died. It is strange that the child, who was 
sleeping in its cradle, not far off from where its mother 
stood, escaped almost uninjured. The head of the cradle 
was blown away, and one of the child’s eyebrows was 
singed, but with this exception it was not the least af-

Alderman J. Reynolds begged to call attention to the 
unsatisfactory position in which the members of the 
council were placed by not having received the schedule 
of presentments until the previous night. (Hear, 
hear.) The document from Committee No. 3, read by 
i Mr. Farquhar, had not been placed in their hands at all, 
and as it contained, from what he could learn, important 
information upon the items they were about to flat, 
amounting to £30,000, he would suggest, if time allowed, 
the adjournment of the council until this document was 
printed, and read by members. 

The Lord Mayor observed that the presentment should 
be lodged on Saturday. é 

Alderman Reynolds continued to say, that the precict- 
tancy with which they were called on to vote these items 
was chargeable on some person, and ought for the future 
to be remedied. (Hear, hear). Hemight observe, that over 
two-thirds of this large sum of £30,000 they had no 
control—they were merely check clerks, in fact ; but 
there were some items over which they hai control, and 
which it was important to have been afforded an oppor- 
tunity of considering. (Hear, hear.) 

Councillor Codd concurred with Alderman Reynolds 
as to the expediency of having an opportunity of consi- 
dering these items, together with the recommendation 
of Committee No. 3 on them. He hoped some better ar- 
rangement would be made before the ensuing year ; 
but there was no deviation on this occasion from the 
course formerly pursued. 

After some observations from Mr. Maunsell, and other 
members of the council, to the same effect, the present- 
ments were proceeded with. 

On the question that the sum of £9,054 Os. 5d. be 
presented for the support of Richmond Lunatic Asy- 
lum, 

Alderman Reynolds complained of the state of the 
law by which lunatics from the three provinces were 
thrown for support on the city rates. (Hear, hear.) 
Ile had, in connexion with Mr. Maunsell, urged the 
injustice of the present system before the Lunatic Asy- 
lums Commissioners, and he would strongly advise the 
council before the assembling of Parliament to take 
active measures to have the subject brought before the 
Government. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Maunsell pointed out the alarming increase which 
had taken place in the item for the support of lunatic 
poor. In 1850, it was £3,294; in 1853 it rose to 
£5,265; in 1856 to £7,635; in 1857 to £8,149 ; andin 
1859 to £9,022. The bare statement of these figures 
was in his opinion the most cogent argument which 
could be urged for legislation on this subject. (Hear, 
hear.) He might observe that the only member of the 
council upon the Lunatic Asylums Board was Mr. 
Hutton, and although local government might be some- 
times a source of abuse, he was still of opinion that the 
Corporation should be adequately represented on that 
board. (Hear, hear.) 

The vote was then passed. 

Alderman Reynolds objected to the sum of £500 being 
presented to the Coombe Lying-in Hospital, on the 
ground that all the officers were Protestants. He bore 
testimony to the great utility of the institution—to its 
liberal management, as regards the admission of patients 
of all denominations, but he strongly protested against 
its administration being placed in the hands of any one 
particular sect. He would move that the vote be re- 


fected. The explosion attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion during the afternoon, a large number of people 
crowding in front of the house, gazing at the effects 
uf the catastrophe, and speculating as to its cause and 
consequences, 


Four Persons KILLED by AN ExrLosion.—An inquest 
was held on Tuesday at Washington, in the county of 
Durham, on the body of William Richardson, ‘ horse- 
keeper, who, with three others, William Mould and 
Christopher Mould, hewers, and William Eltringham, 
driver boy, were killed in the Maudlin seam of Wash- 
ington Old Colliezy,on Saturday. The explosion took 
place at 6 o’clock in the morning. The seam had been 
examined by the overman, Mr. Bowes, an hour before 
the explosion, and all then appeared to be right 
and there was a supply of air to the seam 
equal to 120,000 cubit feet. The pit is not in 
such a condition as to be thoroughly examined to ascer- 
tain the cause of the accident, and the injury was accor- 
dingly adjourned. Several ponies were killed by the 
explosion, and it is a fortunate circumstance that it was 
“pay Saturday ” and there were few men in the pit, 
otherwise the result would have been much more serious. 
The followibg are some additional particulars with re- 
gard to the explosion :—George Bowes, the overman, 
was in the act of going into the Hutton seam when he 
heard the explosion. He immediately retracted the 
stegs to the Low Main to see if he could ascertain the lo- 
cality from which the explosion emanated, and to give-v 
alarm. The re of the catastrophe was imme- 
diately conveyed to Mr. Cruddas, the colliery viewer, who 
hastened with all expedition to the pit. Mr. Cruddas, with 
upwards of a dozen men, went down the pit, and on 
reaching the bottom they found that the explosion had 
taken place in the Maudlin seam, in which three men, 
one boy, aad ten ponies were working. On going up 
the staple, which is about a mile from the shaft, they 
found that the bratticing had been blown out by the 
force of the concussion. Men were immediately set to 
work to put up a temporary canvas, brattice, in order to 
allow Mr. Cruddas to get at the men who were in the 
seam. After exerting themselves, amid great danger, 
they managed to reach William Richardson, the 
horse , who was lying on his back, dead. He was- 
not at burnt, but had evidently met ‘his death from 
the effects of the after-dam e men again set to 
work to extricate the other three, but they found that 
she after-damp was too strong, and feeling assured that 
man nor beast could not survive in such a foal atmosphere 
they were reluctantly compelled to desist from their 
humane object, as several of the explorers had been 
knocked down by the effects of gas, and escaped for 
their lives to a safer part of the pit. “Men were then 
set to work to put in a t brattice, when the 
remainder of the bodies would be got out of mine. 
William Richardson has left a wife and one 
child; William Mould has left a wife and five children;

law to the last-named man. Bowes, when he examined

Mr. Codd said that if it could be shown that the hos- 
pital was managed on sectarian principles, the question, 
in his opinion, would not be between a vote 
of 400/. and 500/, but between 500. and 
nothing at all. He believed this hospital to be no 
sectarian institution ; he had heard it praised by clergy- 
men and laymen of all religious denominations. (Hear, 
hear.) With respect to the charge which had been 
made, that all the officers were Protestants, he for one 
would never enter into an inquiry as toa man’s religion. 
He might be of any religion, or of no religion, for all he 
(Mr. Codd ) cared, provided that he was capable of per- 
forming his duties. 

Mr. Maunsell observed that last year the hospital had 
afforded medical advice to 2,942 chronic cases; there were 
507 women delivered in it, besides 750 delivered at their 
own houses. He next referred to the expenses which the 
governors had been put to, in consequence of being obliged 
to enlarge the premises, on account of separating the 
hospital from the Peter-street establishment. He had 
attended as a subscriber its annual meetings, and had 
always heard the Catholic clergymen present loud in 
their praise of the manner in which it was managed. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Alderman Campbell said that the hospital was in the 
dirty state alluded to by Mr. Whelan because the 
governors were not certain but they would be obliged to 
give it up, on account of the unsatisfactory condition in 
which they stood as regards their title. (Hear, hear) The 
Rev. Mr. Laphen, the Roman Catholic Parish Priest of 
Meath-street, had made a special request of him to at- 
tend to the interests of this institution, and he never 
heard anything said of its being managed or conducted 
in any sectarian spirit. (Hear, hear.) 

The Lord Mayor-elect, as a member of the Board of 
Superintendence, bore testimony to the satisfactory 
manner in which the funds were managed. 

Alderman Reynolds, after some criticisms on the ob- 
servations of the previous speakers, disclaimed having 
any sectarian motive in bringing this subject forward ; 
but he again should protest against the exclusiveness 
of the administrative body. He, begged to withdraw his 
motion. (Hear, hear.) . 

The vote was then passed unanimously. 

A long a Fag row arose upon the title 
which should be affixed to the name of Arthur Rawlins, 
who was described in the schedule of presentments 
as deputy-governer, of Richmond Bridewell, with a 
salary of £90 a-year. Some members of the council 
were for calling him chief warder, and denied the right of 
the Board of Superintendence to bring into existence 
again an office which had been abolished, without the 
consent of the Corporation. On the other hand, it was 
contended the board had this right, and that the title of 
deputy-governor carried with it an influence highly 
beneficial to the institution. On the motion of Alder- 
man Reynolds, seconded by Mr. Martin (Trinity Ward), 
the designation was finally changed to that of chief 


warder. ‘

COMMISSION OF OYER AND TERMINER. 
The Lord Chief Baron and Judge Perrin resumed 
trial of prisoners yesterday, in the Court-house, Green- 
street. 

Messrs. John E. Walshe, Q. C., James A. Lawson, QC., 
and Charles Barry, Q.C., appeared as counsel for the 
Crown. : 

Ixpecest Assacit.—A young man named Patrick 
Monahan was indicted for having committed an inde- 
cent assault upon a young girl named Anne Finnegan. 
Mr. Curran defended the prisoner. Several witnesses 
weré examined. It was proved that the prisoner was 
drunk on the night on which the offence was alleged to 
have been committed. 

The Lord Chief Baron having charged the jury, the 
latter returned a verdict of Guilty. The prisoner was 
then ordered to stand aside_/ 

Hieuway Rosperr--Mary Purcell and Caroline May, 
were indicted for having assaulted and robbed Mrs. 
Ann Gaffney, on the night of the 6th October instant. 
The prisoners were undefended professionally. 

Mrs. Gaffney, being examined deposed that on the 
night in question she was returning from Kingstown to 
her house in Celbridge, and intended to go by the Great 
Southern and Western Railway ; she walked from 
Westlaad-row, and when she arriv ed at a place between 
Watling-street and the King’s Bridge she met the two 
prisoners, one of whom was standing with her back to 
the wall: the other moved aside, then went into the 
middle of the road and demanded some money ; it was 
about a quarter past seven at this time ; witness said 
she had no money for them, but had at the time 9d in her 
hand, 6d. in silver and 3d in copper, to purchase 
a railway’ticket ; one of the women then took hold of 
her, dragged her, and held her tightly, while the other 
picked her pocket, loosened her veil,and took her scarf 
and the bow of her ribbon ; witness then complained 
that they had deprived her of the means to get home, 
when one of the prisoners contemp tuously told her to 
pledge her parasol ; there were two other women 
standing at a short distance off, and the four went 
towards the bridge immediately after the robbery was 
effected ; witness then went in search of a constable, 
and having found one they went in pursuit of the 
prisoners, who were apprehended near the place where 
the robbery took place. 

Constable Patrick Neil, 146 A, was then examined, 
in relation to the arrest of the prisoners. ‘There was 
some contradiction in the evidence of this witness as 
to the hour when he arrested the parties. 

Two witnesses, named Mary Perry and Anne Tierney, 
residents of Church-street, were examined for the de- 
fence, and swore that the prisoners were in their com- 
pany, and part of the time taking tea with them, frem 
five o’clock to about a quarter past eight on the evening 
of the 6th October, when the prisoners parted Tierney 
at the King’s Bridge, and the latter returned home by 
the esplanade. 

Judge Perrin charged the jury, who, after a very short 
deliberation, returned averdictof Guilty. The sentence 
was deferred. 

Tue Post Orrice Casze.—John Lally, the letter- 
carrier, was next put forward, indicted for the unlawful 
detention of three letters : one posted by Captain R. M. 
Bolton, at Mullingar; another by Mr. Richardson, at 
Edgeworthstown ; and tne third a “ trap letter,” by Mr. 
Laing, sub-inspector of letter-carriers, for the purpose 
of detecting the prisoner. Mr. Curran appeared for the 
latter. 

Mr. Walshe, Q.C., stated the case for the presecution, 
explained the nature of the offence, and referred to the 
Act of Parliament under which such offence is punished. 

Captain Richard M. Bolton, examined by Mr. Lawson, 
().C., deposed that he posted a letter in Mullingar on 
the 10th October [ witness, however, afterwards cor- 
rected himself by stating that it was on the 10th Sep- 
tember}. The letter enclosed six half one-poynd notes, 
and a bill of exchange for £60; he sealed the letter him- 
self, and put it in the post-office. It was subsequently 
opened. 

Mr. William Watson, senior stamper in the Post 
Office, examined by Mr. Concannon, explained the 
process of stamping the dates upon the letters, and 
proved, on reference to his book, that the letter from 
Captain Bulton to Mr. Charters, of Great Clharles-street, 
was stamped upon the 10th September. When letters 
are stamped, they are taken to the assorting table; 
the stamps are broken up—that is to say,the letters in 
the stamp are taken out when the business of the day is 
over. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Curran—A stamp is some- 
times used by a stamper although it may not belong to 
his compartment ; witness recollected a wrong date, 
having been put in the die in one instance; had ofter 
detected wrong dates before the letters were sent out; 
has a deputy to act in his place ; he is a senior man, 
and signed the book in place of witness. 


Patrick Linden, an assistant inspector of letter 
carriers, deposed that he was on duty in the Post Office 
on the 16th September last, and that this letter should 
have been given to Lally for delivery. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Curran—When letters are 
stamped they are brought in to the letter-carriers’ office ; 
two men are told off for that business ; they leave the 
letters in their proper places, but in the hurry of 
business letters are often given to wrong persons. 

Mr. Richard Charters was next examined by Mr. 
Lawson, ().C.-—He proved that he did not receive the 
letter at the proper time; the front of the envelope was 
not disturbed when brought to him; it was broken in 
the end. 

Henry Gibbings, a clerk in the Mullingar Post Office, 
deposed that the letter was stamped by some one in that 
office, before four o’clock on the 10th September; it was 
to be despatched by the day mail. 

Cross-cxamined by Mr. Curran—The seals of letters 
are sometimes broken when they are brought into the 
office; when in that state they would be re-sealed with 
the office seal. 

Mr. J. Richardson was next examined, with reference 
to the letter addressed to Miss Howard, of Russell- 
place. He proved that he closed the envelope, and 
knew that it contained three sixpenny-pieces and six 
postage stamps. 


Andrew Byrne, stamper in the General Post Office, 
proved, by reference to his book, that this letter was 
stamped upon the 14th September. 

Charles Reilly, letter-carrier, proved that he was on 
duty on the 14th September, in the office,when the 
letters were distributed ; this letter should have been 
given to Lally for delivery, but he could not say whether 
it was or was not given to him. 


Miss Mary Howard deposed that the letter was not 
delivered to her on the 14th, as it should have been ; saw 
it first on the evening of the 16th ; it was then brought 
to her by Mr. Ogden, inspector of letter-carriers, and the 
fly of the envelope was then open. 


Mr. Alexander Laing, assistant inspector of letter- 
carriers, proved that he posted a letter in Kingstown, 
on the 16th September, directed to Mrs. Thompson, of 
17, Russell-street, Dublin; it contained three half 
notes and two shillings; saw the letter next 
when the prisoner took it out of his bag; Mr. 
was prescnt at the time ; witness told the prisoner that 
as inquiries had been made about the letter, he should 
account for it ; he said that he had delivered it, and 
even described the appearance of it, but immediately 
after said that it might be in the bag*; Lally was sub- 
sequently searched, but nothing was found upon him for 
which he could be held accountable ; Lally remained in 
the office after Mr. Ogden left it; there was another 
man in the office at this time, named Richard Boyle, and 
while the latter was speaking to witness the prisoner 
moved off to another part of the office. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Curran---Lally’s house was 
also searched, but nothing objectionable was found in it ;
